It is the 
person who repeatedly makes the 
same mistake who is criticised. 


RITICISM is a good thing for 
everyone. Whether is be favor- 
able or otherwise it is beneficial. 
Sometime we chafe under a little 
unfavorable comment. However, this 
is the cause of a desire to do better, 
if for no other reason than to show 
the one who has criticised that we 
are not so bad after all. 


EGAL JUSTICE is one of the 
ie things of which this nation 
boasts. Theortically we are correct, 
but practically probably one out of a 
thousand criminals are apprehended. 
It is just as mucha lack of justice 
to allow a criminal to go free as it 
is to punish an innocent man. An able 
lawyer can find loopholes in the best 
constructed case, by technicalities, 
to give reasons for his man to go 
free.

In 
the United States it is usually two 
months before the accused man is 
found and six months before the 
trial. This allows time for th setting 
of the to .be completely 
changed.

Under the honor system, the instructor leaves the room 
at the beginning of an examination, leaving the students on 


their honor. 


The problem of whether there will be more or 


less cheating than in a supervised examination at once arises. 
Will the person who feels he is being watched feel it less a 
disgrace to cheat than the person who knows it is up to his 


own will power? 


It is a fact that certain persons have been heard to say 
they never felt that they were cheating when they could get 
away with something when the teacher was watching like 
a hawk, and it is also a fact that in spite of the best vigilence, 
everything that goes on in an examination is not séen by every- 


one. 
If there were no teacher 


present it could no longer be 


considered a matter of cleverness to cheat, rather public 
opinion would tend to turn the other way. Of course, cheat- 
ing would not be at once eradicated, but in the long run such 


would be the tendency. 


Editor, Dons, 

There are 287 students in the 
Santa Ana college. There are six- 
teen societies organized or in the

At that rate approximately 139 
organizations would be required to 
take care of a student body of a 
small pniversity which would number 
about 7,500 students.

Individual Scores Made in Psy- 
chological Test Will not 
Be Made Public 


Individual scores received in the 
Thorndike test will not be made 
public, but each student will be in- 
formed of his rating in comparison 
with the rest of the group that took 
the test Thursday, it was announced 
today. 

Approximately 125 students took 
the Thorndike phsychological test 
when it was given this week. About 
150 of the freshmen had already 
taken it when it was given in the 
spring and again in the fall. 

Only a few Yemain who have not 
had the examination, and these will 
be given an opportunity to do so next 
spring, or, if enough students enter 
in February to warrant it, it may be 
given at that time. Credit will be 
withheld until] the test has been taken. 

“The Thorndike test is not an intel- 
ligence test but a psycological test,” 
said Mr, Fisk. “Psychologists have no 
method of measuring the intelligence 
of an adult- This test is for high 
school graduates only, and ig based 
on the aademic attainments of the 
stadents. Its purpose is to show 
whether or not a student ig apt to suc- 
ceed in college work.”

This is the first of a series of articles 
by McKee Fisk, educational counselor, on 
the subject: The Objects of a College 
Education Editor 


Healthful living is essential before 
on¢ may study effetcively. Vital 
efficiency must always underlie and 
condition all other forms of efficiency 
—social, edpcational, economic and 
personal. This fact is generally recog- 
nized but its many implications are 
seldom sufficiently understood. An ap- 
preciation of the ideal of a sound 
mind in a sound body is of prime 
‘mportance, 

Information on healthful living and 
guidance in the formation of sound 
habits is also necessary. Knowledge of 
the rules of health and sanitation is 
applied to persona] fitness and com- 
munity welfare are therefore funda- 
mental. Physical well-being is moti- 
vated by adequate and reliable infor- 
mation. Quackery, here-say, and dis- 
torted information should be so 
labelled. 

Conscious application of the prin- 
ciples of hygeni¢ living is necessary 
before health can become an actuality. 
Health habits of a high order must 
be formed. Creation of systematic 
habits of exercise and development of 
recreationa] interests constitute par 
of any scientifiic program of physica] 
education. Such a program is tha aim 
of the department of physica] edu- 
cation at Santa Ana college.
